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(xiv) a body plate member attached to said body and constructed and 
arranged to be cooperable with a said side of said structural unit and 
receivable in intimate enoaaement within said side aperture, the body 
Plate member being of a size smaller than the body so that only the 
body Plate member can be receiyed in said side aperture: 

(xv) attachment means constructed and arranged to attached said fitting to 
said structural unit with said body plate member received within side 
aperture: and 

said body having a portion defining at least one accessorv-receivinc means 
constructed and an-anoed to retain said accessory member to said body.

15. (Currently Amended) A modular unit as defined in claim 43 14 having a width 
of 46±1 cm, a breadth of 46±1cm and a length or height selected from 2.0-2.5 m.
